We, the Commons of Enoland, are a great pait of the Fur.damental Government of it, and 
Three Kiohts are 10 pecular and inherent to us, thar if we will not throw them awav for 
Fear or Favorr, for Meat and Drink, or thoſe other little preſent profits, that /# Men offer 
to tempt us with, they cannot be altered or abrogated. And this I was willing ro give you 
a briet hint of, that you may know, what Sort of Creatures Jon ate, and what your Power us, 
lit through Ignorance of your own Strength ard Authority, you turn Slaves to the Humors 
of thoſe, that properly ard truly are bur your Servants, and ought to be uſed fo. 

The F:r5t of theſe three Fundamentals is Property, that is, Right and Title to your own 
Lives, Liberties «xd Eftates : in this every man is a fort of little Soveraign to himiclf : No 
man has power over his Perſon to Impriſon or Hurt it, or over his Efae to Invade or Uſurp 
it: only your own Tranſgreiſion of the Laws, ( and thoſe of your own making too) lays 
vou open to Loſe ; which is but the Puniſkment due for yeur Offences, and this bur in Propor- 
tion to the Fault committed, So that the Power of Englard 1s a Legal Power, which ttuly 
we fee ir diily in Merits the Name of Government : that which 1s not Legal, is a Tyranny, 
weltminer-ball, as ard not pioperly a Goverrzent. Now the Law 1s Umpire berween King, 
well in farli-men- Lords and Commons, and the K:ghr anc Property 1s Oze in kind through all 
roy TrenioQiors, Degrees and Qualities in the Kingdom. Mark that. 

The Second Fundamental, that is your Pirth-r:ght and Inheritance, 18 Legiſlation, or the 
Powcr of making Laws; No Law can be made or abrogated in England without yow. Before 
Henry the Third s Time, your Anceſtors, the Free- men of England, met in their own Perſons, 
but their Numbers much increaſing, the Vaſtneſs of them, and the Confuſion that muſt 
needs attend them, making ſuch Aſſemblies not practicable for Buſineſs, this way of Kepre- 
ſentatives was firſt pitch'd upon as an Expcdient, both to maintain the Cexmons Right, and 
£0 avoid the Confuſion of thoſe mighty Numbers. So that now, as well as then, No Law 
can be made, no Money levied, nor not a Penny legali; demanded, (even to detray the Charges 
of the Government ) witbout your own Corſext : then which, rell me, what can be freer, or 
what more ſecure to any People? 

Your Third Great Fundamental Right and Priviledge 1s Execztive, and holds proportion 
with the other two, in order to compleat voth your Freedom and Secarity, and that is Towr 
ſhare in the 7udicatory Power, in the Execution and Application of thoſe Laws that you agree to 
be made. Inſoruch as No man according to the ancient Laws of this Realm, Can be adjudg d in 
matter either of Liſe, Liberty, or Eſtate, bat it mr:ſt be by the /udoment of his Peers, that 15, 
Twelve men of the Nerrhboxs hood, commorly called a JURY ; though this hath been infringed 
by two 44s made in the late long Parliament, one againſt the 2xakers in I articular, and 
the other againſt D:/enters in General, called An Att againit Seditiowms Conventicles, where 
perſons are adjudged Offenders and puniſhable withour a 7+ry; which 'tis hoped, this enſu- 
ing Parliament will think fit in their Wiſgoms to repeal, thovgh with leſs Severity, then one 
of the ſame Nature ( as to prmniſhing men without furies) was by Henry the Eighth, who for 
Executing of it, hang d Empſon and Dzaley, . 

Conſider with your ſ{lves, that there is nothing more your Intereſt, then for you to un- 
dcritand your Right in the Goverment, and to be conſtantly Jealous over it ; for your Well. 
being depends upon its Preſervation, : 

In all Ages there have been /# Men, and we to be ſure are not without them now, ſuch 
as being conſcious to themſelves of ill things, and dare not ſtand a Parliament, would put a 
. inal Diſſolution upon the very Conſtitution it ſelf to be ſafe, that ſo we might never ſee 
another. | ; : 

Burt this being a Task too hard to compaſs, their next Expedicnt is to make them for their 
Turn, by direttirg and gowrrning the Elettions ; 'and herein they are very Artificial, and too 
often ſucceſefi :' whick indeed is worſe for us then if we had none. For thus the Conſtitu- 
tions of Parliaments may be deſtroy'd by Parliament, and we who by Law are Free, may 
hereby come to be made S/aves by Law. If then you are Free, and reſolve to be ſo, if you 
have any regard to God's Providence in giving you a claim to fo excellent a Conftitution, if 
you would not void your own R:4hrs, nor lay a Foundation of Yaſallage, to your wnborn 
+ ollowers, the poor Peſterity of your Loins, for whom God and Nature, and the Conſtitution of

I 1. Chuſe no Man that has bcen a Reputed Pexſiorerz *ris not on!y againit your Intereſt, but 
it is diſgracc'u! to you and the Parliament you chuſe. The Repreſentative ot a Nation ought to 
conlitt ot the n:oft Wiſe, Sober and Valiant of the Pcoplc, not Men of mean Spirits or fordid 
Paſſions, that would (cl] the Tatere(t of the People that cauſe them, to advance their own, or be 
at the B<ck of ſome great Man,in hopes ofa Li/t to a good Employ : pray beware of theſe. You 
necd not be fircightned, the Comntry is Wide and the Gentry numerous, 

111. By co nicans chuſe a Man that is an Officer at Court, or whoſe Employment is durante 
bensplacita, that is, at Will and Plcaſwe; nor is this avy Refi Etion upon the King, who being 
one Part »f the Government, ſhould leave the other tree, and without any the leatt awe or in- 
fAuence to bar or hinder its proceedings. Belices, ar Officer is under a Icmptation to be byaſt 
and to ſay true, an Office to a Parhament man, is but a ioticr and fatcr woid for a Pexfion > the 
Pretence it has above the other, is the dapger ot it. 

I V. In the next place, Chule no Indigent Perſons, for thoſe may be under a temptation of 
abuſing their Truti to gain their own ends: for ſuch do not Prefer yew, which ſhould be the end 
of their Choice, but Kaiſe themſelves by you. | 

V. Have a care of Ambitious men and #0n-Reſidents, ſuch as live about Town and not with 
their Eftates, whoſeck honours and pretcrnients above, and litcle or never embetter the Coun- 
try with their Expences or Heſpitality, tor they intend themſelves and not the Advantage of the 
Country. 

V I. Chufe no Prodigal or Volupturu Perſons, for befides that they are not Regular enough to 
be Law: makers, they are commonly Ile; and though they may with well to your Intereſt, yer 
they will loſe it rather then their Plealuresz they will ſcarcely give their Attendauce, they mult 
not bt rclied on. So that ſuch Perlons are only to be preterred betore thoſe that are Sober to 

j do miſchief z whoſe debauchery is of the mind 3 men ot Inſt Mercimony and ſinifler Principles, 
= who, the ſobcrer they be to themfclves, the wnſe they are to you. 
VL I. Review the Members of the Jaſi Parlzaments, and their Inclinations and Votes, as near 
as you can learn'thcm, and the Corwerfation of the Gentlemen bf your own Country, that were 
not Mcmbers, rd take your meaſures of both, by that which is your Trze and Juſt Intereſt at 
this ( ritical rime of ctheday, and you need not be divided or diſtracted in your Choice.

X. Let not your Choice be flung upon Men of Ferrful Dipoſitions, that will let good Senſe, 
Truth and your real ntercſt in any point fink, rather than diſplecalc fome onc or other great Man. 
If you are but ſenſible of your own Real Great Power, you will wilcly chuſe thoſe, that will by 
all juſt and legal ways keep and promote it, | 

X I. Pray fee, that you chuſe Sincere Proteſtants 3 meri that dou play the Proteſtant in Deſign, 
and areindecd Diſenis'd Papiſts, ready to puil off their Mask,when time lerves : You will know 
ſach by-their Lawghing at the Flot, Deſgracing the Evidence, Admiring the Traytors Conſtancy, that 
wereforc'd to it, or their Religion and Party were gone beyond an Excaſe or an Equivocation. 
The contrary are men that thank God for this Diſcovery, and in their Converſation zcalouſly 
dire themſelves in an Oppoſition iv the Papal Interejt, which indeed is a Combination againlt 
good Senſe, Reaſon and Conſcience, and to introduce a blind Ovedicnce without (it not againſt) 
Conviction, And that Principle which introduces Implicit Faith and Blind Obedience in Re. 
ligion, will alſo introduce Implicit Faith and Blind Obedience in Government : fo that it is no 
more the Law in the one than in the other, but the Will and Power of the Swperior, that (hall be 
the Rule and Bond of our Subjeftiov. This is that tatal Miſchiet Popery brings with it to Civil 
Society, and for which luch Societies ought to beware of it,and all thole that are Friends toi. 

X11, Laſtly, Among theſe be ſure to find out and caſt your favour upon Men of large Princi- 
ples, ſuch, as will not facrifice his Neighbour's Property to the frowardacls ct his own Party in 
Religion : Pick out ſuch men, as will Inviolebly maintain Civil Rights for all that will live ſibexly 
and civilly under the Government. 

Chrilt did not revile thoſe that reviled him, much leſs did he perſecute thoſe, that did not yes 
vilehim 3 he r<buk't his Diſcigles, that would have deftroyed thoſe that did not tollow and con- 
form.to thern, ſaying; Te know not what Spirit ye are of; 1 tame not to defiroy mens Lives, bus 
10 ſavethem, Which made the Apofile to ſay, thrat the Weapons of their Wartare were not Care 
wal, but Spiritual. This was the Ancient Priteſtant Princivlc ; and where Proteſtants perlecute 
for Religion, they are falſe to their own pref: ſion, and Turn Papilts even in the wo'ſt ſerſe, againik 
whom their Anceſtors did ſo ftoutly exclaim : Read the Bocks of Martyrs of all Countries in Ex- 
rope, and you will find I ſay true: Therefore beware alſo of that Pypery, Conftider, that ſuch 
Partial men don't love England, but a Sed ; and preter Tmpſed Uniformity betore Virtuous and 
Neighbowrly Unity, This is that Diſturber of King.oms and >rates, ard till the Go:d Mzx,and 
not the Opinionative Man be the Chriſtian in thc Eye ot the Government, to be ſure, while 
force is uled to propagate or deſtroy Faith, and the out ward Comforcs of the Widow and Fathberlcſ; 
are made a Forfeit for the peaceable Exerciſe of their Conſciences to God, he that ſits in Hcaven and 
zudgeth Righteouſly, whoſe Eye pitics the Oppreſſed and Poor of the Earth, will with: hold 
his Blefſings from ue. 

O iay to heart the grievous Spoils and Reins that have been made upon your harmleſs Neigh- 
- bours for near theſe twenty years, who have only deſired to enjoy their Conſeicnees to God ac- 
cording to the beſt ot their underitandings, and to*cat the Bread of honeſt Labour, and to have 
but a Yerny for a Penvy's worth among, yovs Whoſe Ox or Af; have they taken ? whom have 
they wronged ? or whendidany of them offer you Violence ? yet Sixty pounds bas been diſtrained 
for twelve, rwo hundred pounds for lixty pounds, The Flocks been taken ont of the Fold, the 
Herd from the Stall; not a Cow left to give Milk tothe Orphans, nor a Bed jor the Widowr to lieon , 
w hole Barns of Corn ſwept away, and not apennyretarn'd; and thus bitterly profccutcd moſily by 
Laws made againit Papiſts, And what is all this for ? unlels their worſhipping of God accrr4jug 
#0 their Conſcience ; for they injureno man, nor have they offcrcd the leali Molctation to the Go- 
v-rument, 

Truly, I muſt take liberty to tell you, If you will not endeavour to redrgfs theſe Evils imyour 
Choice, I fear, God will ſuffer you tofall into great Calamity by thoſc you hate, You are alraid 
of Popery, "and yet many of you praQtife it : for why do you tcar-it, but for its Compulſion and 
Perſecution? and will you compel or perſecute your ſelves, 0: (1c ſuch as do ? It you will, pray 
let me ſay, Tow bate the Papiſts, but not Popery. But God detend you from (o doing, and dire 
you to do, as you would be done by : that chufing (uch as love Ergland, her People and their 
Civil Rights, Foundations may be laid for that Securiry and Tranquillity, which the Children 
unborn may have cauſc to riſe ug and bleſs your Names ard Memories for. Take it in good
